Shooting in Douglas Is 
Described as “Cold- 
Blooded Murder,” by 
Father of Victim.

Unrelenting efforts to bring 
slayer of Clarence Dinsmore, 22 years 
old, te trial for murder were declared 
Thursday by his family when they ar- 
rived in Atlanta to return his body 
to Afton. Ga., his mountain village 
home. He was shot under the right 
shoulder late Wednesday afternoon 
by Fred Pierce, an unofficial member 
of a still-raiding party near Douglas- 


ville. 

Immediately wpon reaching Athan- 
ta Thureday motning M. A. Dins- 
more, father of the young man, and 
Ray Burt, father of Dinsmore’s bride 
of four months, retained ‘William 
Schley Howard to aid Solicitor-Gener- 
al S. W. Ragsdale, © the Tallapoosa 
cireuit, | in prosecuting: the case 
against \Pierce, whom they described 
as “a cold-blooded murderer, who shot 
Dinsmore} for no reason whatever.” 

Solicitor Ragsdale said he ordered 
Pierce jailed Wednesday night and 
expressed the opinion that he was in 
the Douglas county jail, but Sheriff, 
Bagget denied that Pierce was -held 
by himself or his deputies. 

The solicitor said he spent all of 
Wednesday night investigating the 
shooting and would, unless new éyi- 
dence developed to show the shooting 
wasian accident, ask a grand ‘jury 
indictment for murder and that Pierce 
would be held without bond until such 
time as he is tried. 

When informed that the Dinsmore 
family had retained William Schley 
Howard to aid in. the prosecution, 
Mr; Ragsdale said he had heard noth- 
ing of that nature but expressed grati- 
fication that sid would be offered. 

The shooting was described in the 
prohibition administrator's office here 
as the result of a scuffle between 
Dinsmore and Pierce for the posses- 
gion of a pistol which the latter held 
in his hand when he leaped upon the 
running board of a car occupied by 
Dinsmore and driven by James Parks. 

Parks denied that a scuffle ensued 
and charged that Pierce leaped\ upon 
the running board with gun in hand 
and, shouting an oath, fired the bul- 
let into Dinsmore’s back. 

Parks Freed on Bond. 

The officers in the raiding party 
brought Parks to Atlanta and he was 
arraigned before Commissioner Grif- 
fith Thursday morning on a charge

HOOVER DECLARES 


France and England in 
Diplomatic Tangle in 
Regard to Debts Owed 
to United States.

European diplomacy became tangled 


in its own verbiage Thursday and 
frantic efforts were made by the chan- 
cellories of America’s two heaviest 
debtor nations to reconcile diametri- 
cally opposite statements regarding 
the $11,000,000,000 owing the United 
States. 

President Herbert Hoover, in a let- 
ter to Senator William FE. Borah, 
made it plain that the United States 
had not been consulted on any of the 
supplementary pacts adopted at Lau- 


— * His most striking phrase was 
that: 

“The United States ... is not a 
party nor in any way committed to 
such an agreement,” | 

France insisted, through Premier 
Eduoard Herriot, that the new Anglo- 
French understanding prevents Great 
Britain. from dealing individually with 
the United States, or without congul- 
tation with Paris. 

Great Britain, in horrified accents 
and evident fear of causing a mis- 
understanding in America, denied cate- 
gorically that any such agreement 
exists, z 

Meanwhile, speaking as an individ- 
ual, Ambassador Andrew W. Mellon 
today read Europe a moral lesson on 
the subject of international honesty 
and fulfillment of debt agreements, 
taking his text from George Wash- 
ington's philosophy. 

The force of the Anglo-French en- 
tente cordiale, which statesmen were 
busy all day explaining did not mean 
“a united front againet the United 
States, was increased by adherence to 
the pact of two more European na- 
tions—Italy and Belgium. 

It develops, therefore, that there are 
now in gxistence three understandings. 

One is-the Lausanne agreement. 
proper, by which Germany is assured 
of drastic wiping away of her repara- 
tions payments, if— 

And “if” is provided in the other 
two agreements, one known as the 
“gentleman’s agreement,” which ac- 
tually is a “rider” on the major un- 
derstanding. This provides that the 
Lausanne settlement shall be effective 
“if and when” the nations arrive at a 
satisfactory solution of their own debt 
problems.

The postoffice contract originally 
called for Indiana limestone for the 
exterior, but through the efforts of 
Congressmen Charles R. Crisp, Rob- 
ert Ramspeck and John Wood, the 
specifications were changed by the 
government and the home product 
was specified.

Former President’s Arti-

Collier’s Weekly. 


NEW. YORK, July 14.——A 


vin Coolidge in an article appearing 
in tomorrow's Collier's Weekly. 
The former president also writes 


that excessive taxation of a ecompara- 
tively small number of rich people is 
a grave threat to the whole struc- 
ture of American democracy, 

“Many are beginning to wonder,” 
he writes, “if it would not be wise 
to supplement our system of taxa- 
tion by providing that a large num- 
ber of people should pay a small but 
certain direct tax. 

“The levies on tobacco and gaso- 
line produce a very large revenue 
which is not burdensome to the con- 
sumer. The extension of auch a system 
to many other commodities would 
seem to be in complete harmony with 
the spirit of a self-governing people.” 

“If it is necessary to meet an emer- 
gency,” he also writes, “excessively 
high taxes on a few large incomes and 
inheritances might be made tem- 
porarily without great injury. But to 
adopt such a system ge mote and, 
under the pretense of raising revenue, 
pursue a policy of expropriation and 
attempted redistribution of wealth 
would have the greatest consequences, 

“One of two things would be likely 
to result: 

“Enterprise would be stifled, ac- 
cumulations of property would be dis- 
sipated, and a conditiom of depression 
would become chronically progressive, 
with a falling standard of living, eco- 
nomic suffering, and a great poverty 
on the part of the people. ,

creation of a class of great wealth, 
who would have a large control of

"The value. placed upom-Mitchelt dem 
sliced sharply today by the federal 
power commission in an order placing 
a value of $282,133 upon items which 
the company valued at nearly $4,- 
000,000. 

The company piaced the original 
cost of the. dam project at $10,646,- 
056, much of which was undisputed. 
Of the eight items in controversy for 
years, however, the commission re- 
fused to allow claims of $3,651,260 
and ‘allowed only the $282,133. 

The bulk of the reduction was in 
land values, $3,500,000 being claimed 
and but $76,135 allowed. A fee of 
$183,540 to the- Dixie Construction 
Company’ also was thrown out, the 
commission ruling that since the con- 
struction company was owned entire- 
ly by the power company, it was en- 
titled to no extra fee over and above 
building costs. 

The other items. in dispute were 
listed as general administration, $171,- 
028, claimed and allowed; J. T. New- 
comb for service $4,000 claimed, $2,-

Reports to Sheriff. 

He reported the shooting to Sheriff 
Baggett, of Douglasville, by telephone 
and inquired whether or not he was 
wanted and was informed by the of- 
ficer that he would let him know 
later. Pierce avas in Atlanta Wed- 
nesday night and. was understood to 
be here Thursday but could not be 
located. : : 

According to evidence, no liquor 
was found in the car driven by Parks 
and occupied by Dinsmore and there 
was no information to link’ him or 
Dinsmore with the raided still.

Following the shooting Dinsmore’s 
body was rushed to Crawford Long 
hospital but he was dead and the body 
was removed to the funeral home of 
Awtry & Lowndes, where relatives 
claimed the body Thursday morning. 

According to Burt, Sheriff Bagget 
inquired of him Thursday if he de- 
sired to swear out a Warrant against 
Pierce and was told that would be at- 
tended to after the funeral of Dins- 
more. 

His body was carried to Afton 
Thursday night and the funeral] was 
set for 11 o clock this morning at 
Goshen churen, the family cemetery.

They fixed the 
price they would pay for the cotton.

large and complex problem for a long 
time and this year it felt obliged. to 
make a definite and decisive effort. at 
its solution, ‘That problem involved 
the whole constitution of otvir school 


system and it had two main -roets,' 


the one financial and the other edu- 
cational. ‘These are inextricably in- 
tertwined. If one could know what 
a perfect sehool system would be, he 
could not begin and operate it with- 
out sufficient money. If he were 
faithful to his financial responsibility, 
he could only do the best he knew 
within the limits of the funda avail- 
able for his nse. But, in spite of ite 
financial perplexities, the rd has 
always regarded the edueational prob- 
lem as of supreme importance. Kither 
problem might he salved by ignoring 
the other: the difficulty was to solve 
the two together. 

“(1) At the close of the last calen- 
dar year, the board had a slight ex- 
cess of apparent assets over all cur- 
rent liabilities. But these apparent 
assets inelnded more than 821.000 of 
uppaid city taxes for 1931 and near- 
ly $8,000 of unpaid state appropria- 
tions for 1931 and earlier. The most 
of the city taxes—if not all of them 
-—-would ultimately be paid; but the 
old state appropriations were of very 

neertain value. If the state should 
pay them, the board could liquidate its 
debts; but the liquidation of those 
debts was obligatory upon the board, 
regardless of the action of the state, 
and the board had to face that prob- 
lem without counting too heavily upon 
the receipts of the funds from the 
state. 

“Early in 1932, the board request- 
ed the city commission to make the 
same appropriation for the schools 
that it had made in 1931, namely, 
$91,250; but the commission felt 
compelled ta reduce that appropria- 
tion by $6,4500—with the later pro- 
vision that $3,500 of that amount 
might be paid to the board, ‘if funds 
were available at the end of _ the 
year.’ In other words, the city ap- 
propriation was definitely $3.000 less, 
and possibly (or probably) £6,400 less 
for 1932 than it had been for 1921. 
At the same time, the state appropria- 
tion for 1932 was about $1,500 less 
than it had been for 19231. Under 
these circumstances, some sort of re- 
trenchment was imperative if the 
board was to be faithful to its finan- 
cial trust both for the sake of the 
city and for the sake of its creditors. 
The board had no means of enlarging 
its income: it had therefore te cut 
ite expenditures below the level of 
1931. :

derstands the whole complex problem 
of a public school system nor takes 
upon itself an: authority and respon- 
sibility greater than that with which 
it is duly and legally charged; but 
the board is in duty bound to exer- 
cise its authority and discharge its 
responsibility in the light of its own 
best judgment.

The British government, however, 
continued pouring out a stream of 
vigorous denials that American debts 
were conte :plated when Premier Ed- 
ouard Herriot, of France, and Prime 
Minister J. Ramsay MacDonald. of 
Great Britain, made their working 
agreement. 

Late in the afternoon, the prime 
minister’s offices at 10 Downing street 
were called in on the play, and the 
following categorical statement was 
issued to the press: 

“There is no truth to any state- 
ment that the Anglo-French declara- 
tion is applicable to the question of 
British debts to the United States.” 

Neville Chamberlain, chancellor of 
the exchequer, issued an explanation 
of his own speech, particularly re- 
flecting on his statement that the 
American observers at Lausanne, in 
effect, “knew what was going on.” 

“A misunderstanding has arisen,” 
his official communique said, “re- 


garding Mr. Chamberlain’s reference |’ 
in his speech in the house of com-, 


mons Monday, to conversations with 
representatives of the United States. 
He did not suggest and of course had 
no intention of suggesting that the 
representatives of the United States 
approved either tacitly or explicitly 
what was done at Lausanne. The 
proceedings there were throughout 
on the basis that the right course 
was to seek a European solution of 
reparations without involving’ the 
United States in the discussion.” 

The foreign office today maintain- 
ed the attitude that it was not “offi- 
cially” cognizant of the fact that 
Premier Herriot interprets the Anglo- 
French accord as including the United 
States debt question. 


HERRIOT STANDS FIRM 
ON DEBT CHANGES 
BY RALPH HEINZEN. 

PARIS, July 14.—(UP)—Contra- 
dictory interpretations of the Franco- 
British agreement went unexplained 
by the French government tonight, 
following Premier Edouard Herriot’s 
definite statement that under the new 
pact, “Great Britain will be unable 
to undertake a settlement of debts 
without previously consulting the 
French government.” 

Speculation in diplomatic circles 
was aroused by the possibility of a 
hitherto unannounced “fifth point” in 
the agreement which might deal with 
debts. 

The government published today the 
test of the so-called “gentleman's 
agreement” adopted at Lausanne. It 
comprised only one sheet of typewrit- 
ten phrases, of about 200 words. 


The agreement provides that the 
Lausanne treaty “will not become ef- 
fective before a satisfactory settle- 
ment is obtained between the creditor 
powers and their own creditors. 

If, however, they fail to obtain a 
satisfactory setglement, the Lausanne 
accord will not be ratified and the 
situation will remain thé same as it 
did before the Hoover moratorium. 


The agreement recites-that the sigt- 
ers “will have full liberty to explain 
their positions to their respective par- 
liaments, but no precise reference to 
the present arrangement will appear 
in the text of the accord with Ger- 
many. If, later on, a satisfactory set- 
tlement of their own debts is obtain- 
ed, the countries will proceed with the 
ratification and the accord with Ger- 
many will enter into full force. 

“But in. the event a settlement in 
question cannot be obtained,” it con- 
tinues, “the accord with Germany will 
not be ratified, and thus a new situa- 
tion will be created and the interest- 
ed governments will consult among 
themselves what action they shall 
take, 

“In this eventuality the legal posi- 
tion of all governments will revert 
to what it was before the Hoover mo- 
ratorium. The German government 
will be notified of this accord.” 

The compact was signed by Bel- 
gium, Great Britain, France and 
Italy. }

Sterilization. 

Sterilization means actual boiling, 
not simmering or allow jars and ruh- 
bers to merely stand in hot water. 
Nor is it enough -to scald these things 
—you ‘must actually boil them for at 


large enough to completely immerse 
all portions of the jars and rubbers 
and lids, . 

When sterilized, lift each jar out, 
with a long, previously sterilized fork | 
or spoon, drain water out of it, and 
set it right side up on a thick cloth- 
padded surface. Place the cap on the 
jar, but do not screw it down. Let 
the jars set until filled, thus cov- 
ered. Fill one at a time, with fruit 
thas has just heen boiling, packing 
the fruit carefully with some degree } 
of forethought as to the ultimate 
“looks” of the jar, but not dilly- 
dallying over the job long enough to 
allow for the least cooling of the 
fruit. Pour boiling hot syrup to the 
top of the jar, quickly insert a long 
silver knife to bottom of jar, dis- 
placing any bubble that may have 
been formed, and then skim off the 
bubbles from top of jar. Dip brand 
new rubbers, soaked in hot water for 
five minutes, into actually boiling 
water, snap them irnto place, then 
screw or snap the lids in place with 
a thick cloth to *protect your hands 
from. scalding. 

Screw jars as tightky as possible, 
invert the screw-top kinds, allow jars 
to stand without touching each other 
until they have cooled down to room 
temperature.

At any rate we’were-Sitting there when Gene Sarazen’s test, showing 
that he started a golf ball at 130 miles per hour, came up for discussion. 
Jimmy Livingstone, of Inglewood, and George Sargent, of East Lake, 
recalled that some 20 years ago Columbia University produced a series 
of tests which showed that the club head swung by a good golfer was 
traveling 300 feet per second at the rate of impact and that the ball 
Started at a little better than 200 miles per hour, that being the speed 
of the club head at the time of impact. | 

“That is why we don’t know what happens when the club- 
head strikes the ball,”’ said Sargent: ‘The Columbia tests showed 
that the human brain was able to be perfectly aware of things hap- 
pening at a speed of about 150 miles per hour but that above 
that things were just a blur. That’s why the speedérs on Day- 
tona Beach sometimes lose complete control of the car when some 
little thing happens requiring control beyond that which they in- 
stinctively have. The mind isn’t able to grasp what's going on at 
the speed they are making and so the cars go completely out of 
control. ’ 

“We know that the back swing takes up about two-thirds of a sec- 
ond and that the downswing requires the other third. And we know 
that from the moment of impact until the ball strikes the ground, re- 
quires approximately five seconds. Curiously énough, this holds good 
for the drive, a mashie shot or any iron shot. The time is about the 
same. ! 

“But we don’t know exactly what goes on when the club 
head strikes the bdll at a speed of 300 feet per second.” 
Livingstone said that still another test showed. that the club héad 

was traveling not more than 130 miles per hour. At any rate there 
is still ete of work to be done by those interested in the science of 
golf ballistics and the trajectory of flight. 


FREAK GOLF DEMANDS. 

HM has always been the contention of some of our best minds that 
anyone hopelessly addicted to the writing of sport or the playing of 
any one sport, particularly golf, is a bit daffy. And some of the stories 
Sargent and Livingstone told bore out that theory. 

“IT had a fellow once at Chevy Chase,” said Sargent, “who came 
to me and wanted me to make him a driver with a shaft 64 inches long. 
1 refused to do it but he went somewhere else and had it made. 1 saw 
him on the street car one day as he started out to the club to give it 
a trial. The club stuck away up in the car but this fellow was sure 
he had something. 

“When he got out on the course and swung it was pathetic 
and humorous. He could hardly bring the club around. The 
angles were all wrong and he got less distance than ever.” 
Livingstone recalled players who had demanded drivers with spoon 

faces, midirons with double weight and all that sort of thing. It seems 
that a lot of players are constantly seeking something that will improve 
their, game other than practice.
